Since the reorganization of Rainbow Stage in 1966, the many worth¬ 
while contributions to public service made by our theatre have far 
exceeded our initial aspirations. Moreover, as Canada’s only out¬ 
door theatre, it has gained National recognition for its successful 
concept of utilizing and developing local talent. We can feel justly 
proud of the contribution made to Canada’s cultural and artistic 
growth, having produced some of this country’s most respected actors, 
directors, musicians and dancers. 

The two-fold aim of Rainbow Stage has been to maintain our “local” 
concept and to provide fine family entertainment at moderate prices. 
During the 1967 season of 667 persons involved in two productions, 
652 were from the Metropolitan area.

ROBERT "BOB" VAN NORMAN was born in Hamiota, Manitoba and grew up in 
Vancouver, where he studied at the B.C. School of Dancing under well-known Kay 
Armstrong and Ted Cawker. 

Mr. Van Norman was associated with Theatre Under The Stars, Vancouver, for seven 
years and since 1952 has been in Toronto with the C.B.C. in the capacity of 
performer and choreographer. He has been seen on the national television network 
in Big Review, Hit Parade, On Stage, Showtime, Music Makers, Festival and Wayne 
and Shuster. In addition, he has been choreographer for numerous shows including 
Country Hoedown, Juliette, Tommy Hunter and Show of the Week. His credits have 
also encompassed Ice Shows, Expo and the Easter Seal Show. 

This will be Mr. Van Norman's second production at Rainbow Stage. As guest 
choreographer for the 1968 summer season, his exciting choreography has already 
been seen in "CARNIVAL". 


MAURICE STRIKE is no stronger to Winnipeg Theatre audiences, having designed 
the sets for numerous Manitoba Theatre Centre productions. Tonight, Mr. Strike 
brings his talents to Rainbow Stage's production of "MUSIC MAN". 


Mr. Strike studied at the Wimbledon School of Art under Richard Negri and has 
been the recipient of such awards as the Royal Society of Arts Bursary and the 
British Arts Council Designers Awards. His talents have graced the stages of theatres 
in Britain, Scotland, Canada and the United States including Shaw Festival, Expo '67 
and the Great Malvern Festival. 


In addition to designing the sets and properties for "MUSIC MAN", Mr. Strike has 
also lent his artistic "flair" to the designs for the special costumes used in tonight's 
production.

BILL WALKER returns to Rainbow Stage for the first 
time since his appearance in 1966 as Professor 
Higgins in "MY FAIR LADY" ... a performance 
which won him the acclaim of both critics and 
audiences alike. As Harold Hill, in tonight's pro¬ 
duction of "MUSIC MAN", Bill brings his extra¬ 
ordinary talents to the role for the second time in 
Winnipeg, having appeared here in the 1962 pro¬ 
duction at Rainbow Stage. 

Since his last "visit" to Winnipeg, Bill has had a 
busy schedule doing T.V. commercials, as emcee of 
game shows, commuting to New York for commercials 
in addition to having made one pilot film for N.B.C., 
Hollywood. He has performed the role of Harold Hill 
in Sydney, Nova Scotia, Kitchener and Kingston, 
Ontario. This past spring, Bill directed "My Fair 
Lady" in Sydney, Nova Scotia as well as taking the 
role of Professor Higgins for a reunion with Evelyne 
Anderson, who appeared as Eliza Doolittle. 

Following his appearance here, Biill joins the Ford 
Dealer's Show in the U.S.A. and becomes a New 
Yorker three days a week, commuting home for long 
week-ends and Canadian work. 

An old "morning man" on a local radio station, 
Bill still considers himself a Winnipegger in part. 
Rainbow Stage and Winnipeg warmly welcomes Bill 
Walker back "home". 




The Story of 

'THE MUSIC MAN" 


"Professor" Harold Hill, a fast-talking salesman arrives in the little Iowa town of 
River City. His "con-man" formula is classic and concise. He promises to organize 
a town band, sells the townsfolk uniforms and instruments, then skips out, leaving 
them equipped but untrained. 

Two problems face him in River City; he must convince the town it needs a brass 
band; and he must distract the town's suspicious librarian — the "stuck-up" music 
teacher, Marian Paroo — to avoid exposure. 

He attacks the first problem by whipping the townspeople into a civic frenzy about 
the dangers of a new pool hall. How, with the pernicious influence of billiards 
around, will they keep the kids "moral after school"? The answer, confirms Professor 
Hill is a brass band. 

Marian is another kind of problem. She is already looked askance at for her 
"holier-than-thou", book-larnin ways. She lives with her widowed mother and her 
shy, lisping small brother, Winthrop, while giving music lessons to the children of 
River City. 

Hill woos the townsfolk. Mayor Shinn's wife, a devotee of the "classic" dance, is 
flattered into supporting the band. The Mayor is told that his son has the makings 
of a musical prodigy on the flugelhorn. And, little Winthrop Paroo, it seems, has 
the jaw of a born cornetist. Similar blandishments convince River City to order 
all the instruments and uniforms needed for a brass band. Any questions about 
lessons, Hill parries by explaining that he uses the "think" system. 

Marian Paroo remains a little suspicious and research on her port- reveals the 
maestro does not have the musical degree he claims. Marian is about to expose 
this to the Mayor when the Wells Fargo Wagon suddenly arrives and Hill passes 
out shiny new band instruments to the children of River City. 

The Mayor opposes Hill for other reasons. He is the owner of the pool hall slandered 
by the music man; and because of Hill, his daughter Zaneeta has taken up with 
Tommy Djilas, the town's problem boy. Mayor Shinn sends the school board members 
to pin Hill down once and for all as a fraud. 

Marian, the one who knows Hill's secret, is falling in love with him and now protects 
him. She even begins to believe in the "think" system. So, when a traveling salesman 
comes to town to expose Hill, Marian diverts him. 

The money has been collected, the uniforms are about to arrive and it is time 
— according to his formula — for "Professor" Harold Hill to skip town. In a 
final meeting, Marian reveals to Hill that she knows he's not all he has cracked 
himself up to be but she doesn't care — she loves him and realizes that he has 
brought joy to the children of 'River City — even without lessons. She begs him to 
leave while he can but the fast-traveling Hill has, for the first time in his life, 
fallen in love and he stays. 

Exposed at the town's ice-cream social, he is musically vindicated as the young 
disciples of the "think" system struggle triumphantly through the "Minuet in G" 
to the surprise and delight of the proud parents of River City.

Doolittle (My Fair Lady) in Sydney, Nova Scotia, 
which marked the first of two reunions with Mr. 
Walker . . . the second being a repeat of their 1962 
performances as Marian Paroo and Harold Hill in 
tonight's production of "MUSIC MAN".
